STUDENTS PROTEST 
US IN VIET-NAM 

United Stales bombing of North Viet Nam 
v/as protested yesterday at an open rally on 
the steps of the Arts Building and a demon- 
stration outside the U.S. Consulate. 

A group from Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity was on hand to hear members of the 
Socialist Society, the Students Union for Peace 
Action, the New Democratic Parly and the 
Young Communist League address more than 
three hundred students. 

Stan Gray, Chairman of the meeting, 
stated that the purpose of the rally was to 
arouse McGill students to action. He men- 
tioned that the student leaders on campus, 
particularly the members of the Students' 
Executive Council, were disappointingly si- 
lent on the situation in Viet Nam. 

He queried the cause of their silence, 
considering that they were so vociferous and 
militant on the South African issue, 

Don Goldstein followed Gray, and gave 
o history of American Intervention in South 
Viet Norn. He pointed out that the U.S. had 
been consistently violating the provisions of 
the 1954 Geneva Agreement for neutrality 
in Southeast Asia. 

Other speakers at the rally were Brian 
Slocock and Michael Nerenberg. 
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Interfaith marriage- 
ham, eggs and fish?

"Intcrfaith marriage bclwccn 
Jews and Gentiles may even boil 
down to reconciling Gcfiltc fish 
with ham and eggs. AUhough this 
is certainly not a staggering pro-' 
blcm, nevertheless, stotisticis bear 
out the fact thai the reconciliation 
of different cultures and religions 
usually ends In catastrophe for 
both participants." 

Dr. Trude Weiss-Roscmarin, 
who spolcc these words al llillel 
House yesterday, chose as her 
topic the problem of assimilation, 
acculturation and intcrfaith mar- 
riage. She defined acculturation 
as a process in which a minority 
group qdjysts and adapts itself 
to the culture and niorcs of a 
majority group. 

She added that the Jew, being 
a part of the minority in Norti) 
America, has tlircc choices in so- 
ciety : he can project himself en- 
tirely into the majority atmos- 
phere and adopt their civiliza- 
tion; he can remain extraneous 
and totally alienated from it; or 
he can compromise between the 



two by being a part of the "Island 
within" which appears to be the 
most sound one. The latter choice 
suggests that the Jew must en- 
deavour to live creatively in two 
civilizations. 

"Yet the integration of the Jew 
into the general society can exact 
its price," claimed Dr. Weiss- 
Rosemarin. "In the modern set- 
ting of the United States and 
Canada, Increased acculturation 
may inevitably lead to total as- 
similation. This presents a great 
problem for Jewish survival." 

"Spring being the time when a 
young man's fancy turns to love 
brings to light another problem 
of contemporary Jewish society — 
that of i n t e r f a i t h marriage." 
"Chemistry being what it is," said 
Dr. Weiss-Roscmarin, "youngsters 
inevitably fall in love. Yet they 
arc often beguiled and misguided 
by outside influences to the ex- 
tent that they believe that "Fai- 
ling in love" and "loving" are 
essentially one and the same 
thing." 




"Mirrors" to 
reflect

Geneticist Boyes discusses 
Soviet censure of Lysenl(o

A scientific viewpoint on the effect of the - recent govern- 
ment censure of Troflm Lyscnko, controversai!'Russian gene- 
ticist, was expressed by Professor Boyes, head of the Genetics 
Department at AIcGill. 

Boyes met Lyscnko in the summer of lOGO when tiic latter 
was still Director of the Institute of Genetics of the Academy 
of Sciences. lie was recently dismissed from this position. 

Lysenko was appointed Director of the Institute by Stalin. 
From that time until the present, any scientist not agreeing 
with Lysenko's theory of acquired heredity was disposed of 
by the government. 

Opposed to all theories of classical genetics (Mendelian 
genetics), Lysenko's theory stated tliat phenotypic traits ac- 
quired during « lifetime could be transferred genotypically 
(through genes). 

During the twenty-year period that Lysenko was "Ciar of 
Russian Science",all education and research were based on his 
theories. Only one University in Leningrad continued to teach 
western genetics. 

Boyes foresaw a great deal of difficulty in the switch from 
Lysenko to western genetics, since most geneticists in the 
Soviet Union have been trained in Lysenko genetics.

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Bilingualism is a forked tongue 

A greot deal of attention hat been paid re- 
cently to the question of language in this Province. 
On the one hand, many French-Canadiani, particu- 
larly students, are demanding that Quebec should 
be officially unilingual. On the other hand, most 
English-speaking Quebecers are stoutly maintain- 
ing that they have as good a right as anyone to 
continue to speak their language. 

To a certain extent at least, both groups are 
quite right. 

The French-speaking citizen of this Province 
inquires why it is that Canada's 'biculturol charac- 
ter' is only evident in Quebec. Even Ottawa does 
not see fil to use bilingual traffic signs for the 
benefit of the odd French-speoking tourist from 
Quebec. Nor is il relative to the size of the minority: 
a full 45% of the population of New Brunsv/ick is

French-speaking, yet that Province remains unilin- 
gual. Further, the fact that a person having French 
OS his mother tongue must nevertheless learn En- 
glish In order to work results, we are told, in a 
kind of cultural alienation. Of course a knowledge 
of English will be indispensable to those having 
contacts outside the Province or at the manage- 
ment level; but at the lowest levels a knowledge 
of English is too often necessary simply because 
that is the only language of the foreman, or be- 
cause plans or orders ore drafted only in English. 
For on educated person, a second or third language 
is no burden; It is a delight (albeit one which few 
English Canadians care to experience). But for a 
worker to be forced to learn a second language In 
order to get a job is unjust, and should be un- 
necessary. French becomes relegated to the position 
of an 'after-dark' language; it loses its vitality and 
becomes corrupted. 



The answer we ore told, is not to try to effect 
o bicullurolism which would be as unworkable as 
it would be superficial. There is no reason for 
Canadians in Saskatchewan to know French; there 
Is- a reason for Canadians in Montreal or the 
Eastern Townships to know it. By taking steps to 
moke Quebec a truly French province, the language 
and culture would be protected; workers would be 
able to use their own language, and with pride, as 
they do presently at Hydro-Québec. The influence 
of radio and T.V. would remain of course, but 
choice rather than necessity is involved in tuning 
in to an English program. At least a French-speaking 
customer could expect to be served in his own 
language in the large department stores or res- 
taurants downtown. An incidental effect of this 
would be the elimination of a major source of 
separatist feeling. 

What of English-speaking Quebecers? They 
will quite simply, like minorities throughout the 
world, have to learn the language of the commu- 
nity in which they live. Their mother tongue will 
remain English, their children will still be educated 
in English la right French Canadians in Manitoba 
ore denied), they will continue largely to work and 
play in English. But at the same lime it will be a 
matter of practical necessity for them to learn 
French. 

In short, English Canadians will continue to 
speak' their own language, but as a consequence 
of the predominantly French character of their 
surroundings, they will soort acquire a knowledge 
of that language as well. A major source of irrita- 
tion will be removed, and relations between the 
two language groups could be expected to improve 
radically because a solid foundation of equality 
would have been instituted. 



Recommendation for Model Parl't 



CJv^^jr^L' Knb.-inck's statement in Fri- 
fl:.,v's Daily mises .some serious qiicst- 
iniis lor lilt' idli' tif future .Mndel I'ar- 
liaiiii'iU Hi:iiniHn. The newly fonncil 
position i)f C'li:iirtii:in c;ui iii'riiiips best 
bj iJin ii.s thai of a mediator between 
rarlic-, and a judfje or interpreter of 
C'Jiablishcd rules. Our society makes fi- 
nllv distinctions between certain types 
of lofal roles. No single person such as 
a judisc is permitted to occupy at the 
same lime ihe role of prosecuting 
lawyer, delendint! lawyer, jury, or law- 
n)..ker. Tiie rationale is that no matter 
how abjective or nonpartisan an arbi- 
tr::tor or Model Chairman may be, if he 
does occupy more than one of these 
rolls, there ran be little guarantee of 
jiKliee. We feel that this i.s precisely 
v.'iiiit KubaiR'k has done, that in his 
flat'.'inent he wronyly assumed siriuil- 
tJi'icou.sly the roles of witne.s.s, prosecu- 
tor, judye, and jury. 

Kubanck has furthermore tried and 
convicted two political parlies on the 
ba.-is of alleged motives, not on the ba- 
fi>: of factual evidence, lie writes: "They 
r'lne NDI' and YCI,) had every riRht 
to k'ave the House as individuals, but 
they had no ri>.'ln to disrupt an S.E.C. 
lunition to further their own ends.'' His 
di ; nction between legitimate action 
ana illegitimate motives is not clear. 

NOP President Bill Lenihan stated 
that the reason for the picket was to 
affirm opposition to U.S. policies in 
Smith Vietnam. .Since Kubanek offered 
nr) factual evidence to substantiate his 
ac:ii>!ilion, it is our feeling that he 
tran-sgressed the dignity of his office 
by placing Lcnihan in a position where 
he appears not (o be telling tlie truth. 
Assumptions about motives, particular-' 
ly when so tenuous, should not appear 
in the official statement of a Model 
rarliaiiient Chairinaii. Kubanck goes on 
to .necuse the ND1» of deliberate dis- 
ruption, sabotage, and a variety of other 
unsavoury characteristics, and effecti- 
vely reaches a conviction by innuendo, 
referring to "rules" he does not sped- 
fy. and to motives he tlocs not prove. 

ICubanck has overstepped his rule on 
two other occasions. A bchinrl-the- 
fcciKs illustration was his attempt to 
intervene on behnlf of an allegedly 
maligntd Parly without attempting to 
consult the alleged maligner. The react- 



ion of representatives of the political 
parties was to request him not to in- 
tervene. On a second occasion, he 
issued a statement to the Daily predict- 
inK that the Government would fall by 
the second sitting. Our point is that 
whatever Kubanek's intended impartia- 
lity, because he has gone beyond his 
role as Chairman to become a newi 
commentator and a policy critic, he has 
appeared much less impartial than' he 
would like. 

One unfortunate aspect of Kubanek's' 
statement is that on at least three occa- 
sions, it misrepresented what actually 
occurred. Fortunately, he did not suc- 
ceed in preventing Lcnihan from hav- 
ing space to reply, as he attempted, for 
otherwise the events may have been 
less clear. In any case, the first of Ku- 
banek's mistakes was when he stated 
that the NDP had violated an earlier 
decision not to picket. This is not true; 
and he should have checked his infor- 
mation. 

Secondly, Kubanek conveys the im- 
pression that the Parliament ran 
smoothly right up until the time the 
New Democrats left and that if it had 
not b«en for their • picket, the Parlia- 
ment would have been free of disrupt- 
ion: The sitting was in fact plagued by 
disruption and procedural wrangling 
throughout — so much so that the 
Speaker was on his feet much of the 
time. 

Thirdly, Kubanck accuses the New 
Democrats of transgressing "the rules 
and responsibilities of the House", and 
yet specifics nowehcre to what he was 
referring. In fact, they broke one rule, 
that of leaving the Chamber with the 
Speaker standing. He would have been 
justified in mentioning this. At the 
.same time, had he mentioned fhis, he 
would have to mention that Liberal 
Cliff Post and others did the same, and 
in fairness to all he would have to 
point out that because of confusion 
and because the Speaker sontetinics 
forgot to sit down, Members harl little 
opportunity to make an e.xit without 
contravening the rules. 

If Kubanck felt that the decision of 
the NDP to picket the consulate was a 
focus .for disruption and thai a state- 
ment to this effect would contribute to 
greater maturity, then he would have 



to mention some of the preceding 
events, such as the rcfu-sal of the Li- 
beral government to rcsiyn allhou^jh it 
harl been tiefealcd by a nnn-cnnfi<lence 
motion — a violation of Ihc rules of 
Parliament — and the fact that a Par- 
liamentarian had called an opponent a 
"liar", an offence for which a Member 
of the Commons in Ottawa may be ex- 
pelled -from the Chamber. He would 
have to explain that many other parti- 
cipants transgressed many different 
rules, unwritten or written, and he 
would have to stale what the Speaker 
emphasized on several occasions, that 
if any blame was to be distributed, it 
should be distributed equally onto the 
shoulders of all the participants. 

Kubanck stated that the only aim of 
the NDP marchers was to defeat the 
then Liberal government. It is our 
feeling that it is more the role of the 
Liberal club to issue this statement 
than of Ihe Model Parliament Chair- 
man. 

Kubanek also accused the NDP of 
Intentionally ignoring the purpose of 
Model Parliament. However, until the 
purposes of the Parliament are mora 
clearly delineated, he has no particular 
justification for foisting his conception 
Into the hands of the political parties 
who in their own way represent the 
students of McGill. In fact, the crisis 
surrounding the picket served to show 
some of the differences in attitudes of 
the Parties more clearly than much of 
the debating during the sittings. 

The fact that Kubanek singled out 
one Party for blame tends to show se- 
veral things. Firstly, hé tends to show 
that he underestimates the importance 
of the Chairman appearing as uninvolv- 
ed as po.ssible. Secondly, be tends to 
fee the Model Parliament in much more 
melodramatic terms than others. One 
good illustration of the outlook of the 
JIcmbeiK of the House is revealed in 
the fact that a socialist sat as a Pro- 
gresslve Conservative M.P. Thirdly, he 
fails j.|o.-.show real "understanding for 
some of the causes of the disruption 
during the three sittings. 

The explanation for the disarray 
that he favours is of the conspiratorial 
kind — that one Party by all sorts of 
brilliant and underhanded methods 
attempted to destroy the Parliament. 
The answer is really much simpler. The 
fact is that most of the participants 
were ill-prepared for the event. Though 
many of the Parties had issued well- 
thought-out literature during the cam- 
paign, they did not have sufficient mas- 



tery of the rules. The result is that 
clumsiness on the part of .speakers of 
all parlies often appeared as deliberate 
obstruction. The most obvious confir- 
mation of the ill-preparation of the 
participants is the fact that the first 
Speaker, Marcel Lambert, had to adopt 
the role of, in his words, a "school 
teacher." 

We feel that many of the problems 
we raised can eventually be solved and 
we woultl like to make some tentative 
recommendations: 

1. That considerable organized effort 
be devoted to familiarizing participants 
with Parliamentary rules. Lack of 
knowledge was a major factor in the 
disarray. Increased knowledge would 
enable Members to speed up proceed- 
ings and to better cope with indivi- 
duals who did act in an obstructionist 
manner. 

2. That the sittings be postponed un- 
til at least three weeks after the elect- 
ion. This, would enable Members to 
acquaint themselves with the rules and 
would enable Parties to form better 
educated caucuses. The new schedule 
would also permit Parties to undergo 
more careful selection of their cau- 
cuses. The fact is that members with 
completely opposing Ideologies sided 
with each other and breakdowns in par- 
ty loyalty occurred very very fretjuen- 

tiy. 

3. That more advertising be devoted 
to bringing people to the sittings 
themselves. Daily reporters are unable 
to report the debates in detail. A larger 
audience is likely to improve the qua- 
lity of both the humour and the se- 
rious debate, .-iiul few people can have 
a real appreciation of what happens in 
Model Parliament debates without 
attending at least one sitting. 

4. That the role of the Model Par- 
liament Chairman be more clearly de- 
fined. It might be useful to make a 
dear distinction between the roles of 
Governor-General and Chairman and to 
denote the responsibilities of the Chair- 
man as administrative as opposed to 
political. His concern would be with 
administrative proceedings rather than 
with defining ideological differences 
between Parties. It woulrl not be the 
role of the Chairman publicly to ar- 
bitrate partisan disputes. Serious con- 
flicts envolving alleged misrepresentat- 
ion or slander between Parties might 
be referred to a faculty member such 
as the Chairman of the Political Scien- 
ce Department. Allan Wolinsky
